There are two ways of attacking existing wrongs and 
ushering in a new day in which the greatest good of the 
greatest number becomes the supreme consideration. One is 
by means of a bloody revolution in the course of which the 
existing order is crushed and its defenders executed, usually 
by a dictatorship acting under the urge of an enraged mob 
of the masses of the people who have been wronged or 
taken unfair advantage of.

We are living in an era of transition from the present | 
chaotic and disturbed social order to a new social organism 


at present designated as a ‘New Deal.’’ Fundamentally this 


new, proposed order, is undertaking to reshape our present | 
industrial and financial system in such a way that the great. 


masses of our people will get a larger share of the fruits of 


present day industry, while the favored few, who now dom-| 


inate our wealth and determine what share the masses shall 


have and under what conditions they shall be permitted to. 
enjoy it, will have to be taken to task and compelled to get. 


along on a great deal smaller share of the fruits of industry 
than they now are getting. The issue in California today is 
just this. 

Upton Sinclair stands for the inauguration of a new deal, 
the chief purpose of which is to “End Poverty in California.” 
This is an ambitious undertaking but it is a most worthy one. 
Even though it should not become possible to carry it out 
completely, a part achievement in this direction would be 
well worth the effort. On the other hand Governor Merriam 
stands for the Old Deal, as it is, with all its corruption, graft 
and injustice under which millions have been forced into in- 
voluntary unemployment. 


Governor Merriam not only stands for continuing the 
present merciless gouging of the masses of the people but 
would increase the stranglehold our oligarchy of wealth al- 
ready has on the people and by so doing actually increase, 
instead of decrease the enormous share entrenched privilege 
is getting as things are being managed today. 

Upton Sinclair, on the other hand, is leading the new 
democracy of California in the direction of the New Deal, 


which would give a larger share to the farmer and the wage. 


earner at the same time that it would prevent the present- 
day beneficiaries of privilege from taking the inequitably 


large share they are helping themselves to under the present | 


unjust and unfair arrangement of things. The slogan of the 


democratic party in California has become: “End Poverty in| 


California,” and in selecting Upton Sinclair as its standard 
bearer, California democrats have chosen the most eminent 
exponent of this idea today living in our state. 


The first step necessary to realize the present chief ob- 
jective of California democracy is to end unemployment. 


If that can be accomplished in this state poverty will auto- 


matically disappear just as rapidly as the unemployed are 
placed in a position under which they will be enabled to 
earn their own living. Unemployment is the most pressing 


problem confronting us today. Merriam offers no solution | 


for it, while Sinclair makes this his main issue. To enable 
all our people to live more abundantly is what Sinclair is 
fighting for, while Merriam is doggedly standing by his guns 
to preserve the present order and industrial arrangement 
which created the widespread poverty prevailing today as a 
direct result of having been dispossessed of nearly everything 
they have produced by a lifetime of labor on farms or in 
other industries. 

The democratic way is to force today's issue to a head by 
electing Sinclair next November by such an overwhelming 
majority that entrenched privilege everywhere may know 
that the people of California really want a new deal and are 
on their way to get it. This is the democratic way of estab- 
lishing the ‘New Deal" in California. 

Reaction reared its head in the democratic primary but 
was effectually silenced by the voters, who piled up more 
votes for Sinclair than the other eight candidates on that 
ticket combined could muster. Reaction is now lining up be- 
hind Merriam and will make another desperate attempt to 
prevent the people of California from coming into their own.
